Ten boys and girls, five of each, just 
crossing tho border Hue of manhood 
and womanhood, stood on the chapel 
rostrum of the fidge wood Institute ba- 
the Deaf and Dumb yesterday after- 
noon, aud with graceful bows and 
beaming smiles received I heir passportH 
into the field of practical usefulness. 
They were the graduates, and though 
their lips were mute their quiok sym 
pathetic eyes spake volumes of emo- 
tion. 

The rostrum was very beautiful, 
with the young graduates in the center 
and geranium, roses, ferns, palms and 
shrul) trees around the entire front 
and sides. Over the heads of the 
pupils and resting on top of the black 
board, where they had worked many 
problems, was a floral harp made of 
geraniums by the skillful fingers of 
the girls, and above the harp was the 
word " Kphphatha," meaning " Be 
Opened!" also wrought in Bowers. 
The chapel was crowded with admir 
ing friends aud parents of the pupils, 
and a dozen or more sedate trustees 
and officers of the school sat among 
the flowers and plants on the stage. 

The closing exercises connected 
with the commencement were partici- 
pated iu by pupils of all the classes 
and were peculiarly interesting. Miss 
Alice D. Winch presented the saluta- 
tory essay on " Sunbeams," by signs, 
accompanying its reading by Prof. J. 
H. Brown. Sunbeams were first treat- 
ed as to their scientific relations am* 
effects, then generally described and 
finally applied with a fitting sentiment 
to the young lives of the readers' 
schoolmates. The signs and gea S W U 
lations of these mute scholars in por- 
traying ideas have a peculiar grace 
and appropriateness which is rarely 
seen in the gestures of the accomplish- 
ed actor or elocutionist. They seem 
to be neither overdone nor underdone, 
and though often made with great 
rapidity will always convey the intend- 
ed idea to mi observer if closely fol- 
lowed. 

Exercises in articulation were con 
ducted by Miss Fannie L. Howells. 
and consisted of nn essay on "Birds. ' 
by Miss Ethel Lynch ;a deolamnation, 
"The Village Blacksmith," by Charles 
Nellie; a dialogue by Ida L. Robin- 
son and Willie Hays, and a verse 
"Suffer Little Children, Ac.," by Ber 
tha Spahn, a little 8-year-old girl 
whose signs and gestures with her 
chubby hands and lingers were very 
much applauded. 

A recitation in signs, "Stealing 
Watermelons," by John C. Craig and 
John L. Naughton, representing 
ideal "darkies" in a melon patch, was 
very lunny. But the one that made 
the mutes and everybody laugh until 
their sides had to be held was J. L. 
Kinney's recitation, "The P r eac h er 
and the Hornets." The young mats 
entered thoroughly into the mirthful 
spirit ol the piece and pranced and 
slashed wildly about at the imaginary 
hornets about his head and in his 
trouser legs, imitating the fussy 
preacher of the text to perfection. 

Miss Maggie J. Rees read an essay 
OU "Joan of Arc." which was followed 
by the "Coronation Hymn," sung in 
. by one of tbe professors and 
responded to in signs by a class com- 
posed of Maggie R. Wagner, Pearl 
Weaver, Annie L Armstrong. Maggie 
Uarder, Ida Robinson, Joseph L.

on the question, " Were I lio recent 

strikes justifiable.'' We append bis 
remarks, to show the intelligent treat- 
ment of ibis great question, which we 
think does considerable credit toa d< af- 
mutc papil. 

"All men and women have a right to 

say what tbey will work for, »nd if 

they do Dot like their wages, they 

have the right to slop, ami gel others 

to stop tOO, so as I impel the man 

who employs (hem to pay them more. 
But they have no right to stop men 
and women who want lo work and 

kill them if they will work, because all 
men have the right to work or not, as 

Ihey think best, and it is wrong to in- 
terfere with working people. 

" We would all think it wrong and 
wicked if any one should 1 1 y to pre- 
vent us from going to school to get 
an sduOAtion. And if we did not 

want to stay bare, it would be wrong 

to make us. So men have the right, 
to work in the factory, or leave if 
dissatisfied, just its we have tO come lo 
school or leave if we wish to. The 
Strikes wore often made because some 

workmen did not like some of the 

other workmen, and wanted to make 

Ihe bosses discharge them, because 
they do Dot belong to the Unions. 
This is wrong, too. It, would be jusl 

the same as d we did Dot like some 

ol the pupils who did l»Ot belong lo 
our class, and should refuse to go to 
school until Mr. Oro titer expelled 
then!. We would think il Very wick 
sd, if any one should treat US this way. 

Hut ibis is just, what the strikers do. 
Some of the strikes were made, be- 
cause the bosses discharged poor and 
la/.y workmen. This was wrong, too 
If a man is a poor and lazy workman. 
he ought to be discharged, just 
the same as in this Institution, if a 

pupil is lazy ami won't improve, he 
ought to be put in a lower class with 
other boys who are la/v and Bt lipid 
like himself. He OUgfal not tO slay in 

ii good olaas with good pupils, and 

keep thrm from improving. It is 
true that workmen had reasons to 
complain, bul Ihey were not justified 
in Striking, and injuring the business 
of the country and slopping work. 

" I would like workmen lo have 
good wages, but I inn afraid I ho\ in. 
going al it in the wrong way t 
belter pay. The strikes have done no 
good; they have Stopped work and 
injured the prosperity ol the country. 
This is my opinion of the recenl 
strikes."

Bioksler aud Anna II. Sheddy, Both
